Despite its misuse, however, Canon Hen- 
son holds that the bible will continue for all 
time to be the ‘* best manual of fundamental 
morality and the best corrective of ecclesi- 
astical corruption ’’ besides being ‘‘ the most 
effectual check on the materialistic tenden- 
cies of modern life." 


Means Spread of Anarchy. 

In a striking analysis of the present social 
condition Canon Henson attributes the 
spread of anarchy, the ‘ulcer that is eating 
the vitals of society,’”’ to the disappearance 
over large areas of civilized life of the re- 
ligious bases of morality. | 

Yet he finds an excuse for these “ non- 
moral multitudes,””’ who “from the cradle 
to the grave have faced the severe pressure 
of competition, the squalor of poverty, and 
the miserable exigencies of unmerited want,” 
and who “ inevitably compare their condition 
with the ostentation of unearned wealth, the 
profusion of unchecked luxury, and the inso- 
lence of unchastened power.” 

“The canon says that when it is remem- 
hered that these “‘ cruel, shocking ¢ontrasts 
are no longer. regarded with the dull stare 
of fatalistic ignorance, but in the full light 
of those doctrines of equality which are the 
commonplaces of democratic politics,’’ it is 
no wonder that “‘ the minds of thousands are 
predisposed towards the sophistries of an- 
archy.”’ 7 

Hostile to Christian Tredition. 

“It would be idle to deny,’’ he concludes, 
** that the credit of the scriptures is serious- 
ly shaken in the public mind, nor can i 
reasonubly be doubted that the tendencies 
of popular life as at present prevailing are 
in the main hostile to Christian tradition.” 

In another and similar article Canon Hen- 
son, dealing with Christ's resurrection, asks: 

“Is the faith of the church in the divine 
Christ living, present and active; really 
built on an empty tomb? For myself I pre- 
fer to believe thatino such intimate vital con- 
nection exists between the truth of (hris- 
tianity and the traditional notions of its his- 
torical origins.”’

In order to meet 
the capacity of docking accommodations the 
beam and draft have been fixed at 75 feet 
and 26 feet respectively. .Each will havea 
displacement of 16,400 tons. 

Their main batteries, it is stated, will Be 
the most powerful yet devised, consisting for 
each of four twelve-inch gune, four ten-inchy 
and five six-inch guns, The armored belt 
at the water line will be nine inches thick, 
with six inch armor continuing to the level 
of the deck.

Flight May Save Russian Fleet. 


ithe only chance of saving t..2 Russian fleet, 
if the possibility of sealing Port Arthur be 
admitted, is the sending of the ships to 
Viadivostok while Togo is busy convoying 
transports to the Yalu. It is known the 
vieihity of Port Arthur has been free of 
Japanese ships during the last week, and 
the. opportunity for this move by the Rus- 
Sian admiral has not been lacking. It is 
even suspected in certain quarters that it 
has ‘been acted upon. It would require ex- 
traordinary good luck to enable the Rus- 
Sian fieet to get far on its way without dis- 
eovery. But if it reached the vicinity of 
Viadivostok the Russian squadron would 
be expecting its arrival, and would, in con- 
Junction with Makaroff’s ships, be much 
superior in strength to the Japanese fleet in 
those waters. 

Buropean military critics expect the Rus-

AT ADVANCEDAGE, 


Grandmother of King Alfonso, Whe 
-Quitted the Throne in- 1870, Suc- 
eumbs to an Attack of Grip—Young 
Ruler Will Not Be Permitted by His 

Advisers to Leave His Own Country 
in Order to Attone the Funeral in 
France. 


PARIS, April 9.—Ex-Queen Isabella of. 
Spain, grandmother of King Alfonso, died | 
here at 9:45 o’clock this morning of influenza, 
with complications. The American embassy,

| Death Caused by Grip. 
The queen had been afflicted with the grip 
for two months, which gradually affected the 
lungs. Last night she became unconscious,. 


morning. The three infantas and Prince 
Ferdinand of Bavaria, husband of the In- 
fanta Marie, were summoned to the bedside, 
but the dying queen did not recognize them. 

The papal nuncio was summoned to admin- 
ister the last sacrameft, but owing to his 
absence from Paris the last rites of the 
church were administered by the vicar of 
the church of St. Pierre. The queen’s death 
followed shortly afterwards. Prince Fer- 
dinand immediately telegraphed the news to 
the king of Spain, to Foreign Minister Del- 
casse, and to all the Huropean sovereigns. 

M. Delcasse calied during the day and was 
admitted to the death chamber, and Presi- 
dent Loubet sent an officer to his household 
to present his condolences. 

King Alfonso Kept Away. 

It is understood that. King Alfonso will not 
come to France for the funeral, as he did not 
come for the funeral of his grandfather, 
King Francis, who died in April, 1902. 
Later word was received from King Al- 
fonso saying that personally he was desirous 
of coming to the funeral, but the question 
had not yet been settled, owing to the desire 
of some of the Spanish ministers that the 
king should not leave the country. 

The deceased queen had been one of the 
conspicuous figures of Paris since she left 
After her abdication, in 1870, she 
continued to live with queenly magnificence 
here, giving largely to charitable and relig- 
ious works. 

_Her Reign a Stormy One. 

Isabella held the scepter of Spain during 
some of the stormiest years in its modern 
history. Born in Madrid in 1830 she be- 
came queen when only 3 years old, under 
the regency of her mother, Maria Christina. . 
When she was 13 years she took personal 
control of the government. Her reign was 
marked by a,succession of revolutions, in- 
surrections, and civil wars, and by quarrels 
with England and France. In 1852 an at- 
tempt was made to assassinate her. — 

From 1856 until 1863 she was engaged in 


the revolution compelled her to flee to 
France, and she was formally deposed. 
Her forced ab@ication was the primary cause 
of the war between France and Prussia, be- 
cause of the efforts to give her crown to 
Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern.

BRITISH LIKE THE SCHOOLS 
VISITED IN UNITED STATES. 


Moseley Commission Reports Upon the 
Superiority of American Schools 
Over English. 


[Bx CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 9.—The superiority of 
American methods of education’ made a most 
favorable impression on the Moseley com- 
mission, which recently visited the United 
States, although most of the twenty-six mem- 
bers of the commission, whose reports have 
just been printed in a largg volume of 400 
pages, find some defects. 

A majority of the commissioners are im- 
pressed by the superiority of American meth- 
ods of training boys for business, although 
some are nowise convinced by these meth- 
ods. 

There is a virtual. concensus of opinion 
that willingness to learn characterizes pu- 
pils in the United States. while the teachers 
seem to be universally possessed with a

Address of Secretary Taft. 


The address of Secretary Taft was in part, 
as follows: 

“A number of excellent and “prominent 
gentlemen have signed a petition which has 
been given wide circulation, asking the two 
great political parties to promise in their 
‘platforms to the Filipino people that they 
will ultimately be given their independence 
by the United States. The democratic party 
having already declared in favor of immedi- 
ate independence of the Philippines, will, of 
course, grant what the petition asks. I sin- 
cerely hope, however, that the republican 
party will not be led into any such declara- 
tion as that requested. 

“Tt may be that when the Filipinos have 
been transformed into a people capable of 
safely maintaining an independent self-gov- 
ernment, they will desire independence and 
then I have no doubt it will be accorded them. 
It may be, however, and that I think quite 
as likely, that by that time the Filipinos will 
be so well satisfied with the good resulting 
from a union with the United States that 
they will prefer to maintain a relation like 
that which now binds Australia or Canada 
to Great Britain and that the United States, 
on the other hand, will then value its asso- 
ciation with this pearl of the oriental tropics. 


Need Generations of Improvement, 

“But, whatever the ultimate decision, tt 
is certain that the time for decision cannot 
arise for a considerable period—probably 
several generations. A people 90 per cent 
of whom are still in a state of crass ignor 
ance, and all of whom have been for 400° 
years denied any experience of selfsgovern- 
ment at all. cannot be made over in a decade 
or taught the self-restraint and political 
sagacity needed in a successful self-govern- 
ment, which it took the Anglo-Saxons more 
than 500 years to acquire. 

“They give many encouraging signs of a 
future capacity for self-government, and the 
‘eagerness with which education is sought 
may properly cheer their well wishers; but 
even the most hopeful must assign several 
generations to the task of training the 
people to the point where independence will! 
lead to their improvement in the art of self- 
government rather than to their degradation 
and social chaos. 

**In the first place, a promise to give itt 
mate independence will be construed by’the 
more violent element, disposed to agitation, 
to be a promise to grant independence in the 
near future and during the present genera- 
tion.

trance, and this time he displayed a revolver. 
Holding it out in a threatening manner, he

After Fay’s arrest by 
Detective Thomas J. Sheahan yesterday 
afternoon, Inspector Stuart said:

We have the evidence to convict Fay of the 
Superior robbery, the next in importance to 


the Chicago job, which was the largest in this 


country in years. This man’s power in cer- 
tain directions long has kept him out of the 
hands of the government officers and the

Will Be Tried in Wisconsin.

Accused of attempting to blind the public to 
the good in the labor union movement by 
parading the chimera of mob violence, Fred- 
erick W. Job, secretary of the Employers’ 
association, left the Chicago Woman's club 
last night with pro-union arguments ringing 
in his ears. The accusation was made by 
Miss Jane Addams, Miss Mary McDowell, 
Prof. Graham Taylor, and James Hunter, a 
union man.. Miss Gertrude Barnum, secre- 
tary of the Woman’s Union Labor league, 
contradicted Mr. Job. Mr. Hunter challenged 
him to prove his assertions. | 

The first conference on ‘* Woman in Mod- 
ern Industrialism " closed with expressions 
of hearty sympathy with the cause of union 
labor and with a plea to the women workers 
to organize if they hope to preserve their in- 
dustrial and economic independence. 


Job Stirs Up a Storm. 


Mr. Job, after stating that.he believed tn 
organization founded on the principlgs of 
law and order, declared: 

“We are facing a condition of affairs that 
is-appalling.

Address of Supt. Cooley. 


Supt. Edwin G. Cooley agreed with Mrs, 
Henrotin. ‘‘ But the large number of women 
in the schools,”’ he said, ‘is due largely to 
the question of salary. I do not know how 
the fault can be remedied until more funds 
are placed at the disposal of the board of 
education.”’ | 

Mr. Cooley spoke on “ What the Public 
School System Is Doing to Meet the Needs of 
Woman for Industrial Training.”’ His ad- 
vocacy of industrial training was vigorously 
applauded. He declared that the» public 
school work must, by all means, prepare the 
young man and woman for industrial and 
social usefulness of some sort.’’ 

The superintendent announced that the 
new downtown commercial school would be 
opened to both young men and women. 


How Educators Regard Women. 


Mrs. Andrew MacLeish presented statistics 
ie show that the women teachers are paid 
less than the men. She declared that the 
men’s.average monthly salary in the United 
States is £49.05 and women’s $39.77. To the 
question sent to university and college presi- 
dents asking their opinion of women’s chance 
in the higher institutions of learning and 
why women do not fill a larger number of 
positions in the universities and colleges, 
Mrs. MacLeish received the following re- 
plies:

by women. : 

PRESIDENT THWING. MISSOURI—Women 
would rather be the heads of homes than of univer- 
sity departments. 

PRESIDENT KING, OBERLIN—Coeducational 
colleges prefer men professors to attract men 
students, for fear the men will be outnumbered 

the women. 

PRESIDENT TAYLOR, VASSAR—Wonten are 

able to do the work with power and growth equal 
to that shown by men. ' 
. PRESIDENT SEELYE, SMITH—The women oc- 
cupy as high positions as men {in women’s c@l- 
leges. If the women remain unmarried and are 
well trained instructors ‘hey are as satisfactory 
as the men. 

PRESIDENT THOMAS, BRYN MAWR—Ac- 
knowledged opposition among men on faculties 
to appointment of women professors, and becduse.

SALOON MEN IN A RAGE. 


BLAME MAYOR FOR ENFORCING 
CLOSING LAW AT ELECTION. 


Ninety-four Arrested and ‘Sixteen 
Tried, All hut One Paying $25 Each 
and Latter $50-—Explained That 


Notice te Police Was Thought a); 


Bluff, as No “Tip” Was Given—War 
on “Blind Pigs”—Ultimatum on Gam- 
bling—Many Held, 


For the first time in years the law pro- 
hibiting the opening of saloons or the sale 
of liquor on election day was rigidjy en- 
forced last week. As a result saloonkeepers 
feel enmity toward Mayor Harrison, as 
scores were arrested. Some of the stanchest 
democrats are silent, but behind their 
reticence lurks a disgust at being “ thrown 
down by the fellow we stuck for.’ 

Ninety-four men have been arrested for 
selling drinks last Tuesday while the polls 
were open. Evidence is being sought in 
other cases. 


All Tried Are Heavily Fined. 

- Most of those arrested have obtained con- 
tinuances. These cases will be heard from 
April 15 to 20. Only sixteen have been tried. 
Fifteen have been fined $25 and costs, while 
the other, E. A. Whipple of the Grand Pa- 
cific hotél, “was fined $50. His bartender, 
John W. Bahr, was fined $25. 

Another caught by detectives, who had the 
task of buying drinks all day wherever they 
found them on sale, was James C. Roth, 
manager of thé Great Northern hotel. He 
was fined $25 yesterday by Justice Caverly. 

Chief O'Neill, who rejoiced last night that 


the “ justices are backing us up and show-/ 


Ing we mean business,’ said there had been 
no order from the mayor for any but the 
regular precautions. 

“ Our department has great difficulties in 
enforcing this order every election day,”’ 
said the chief. “The statutes state there 
must be two policemen at every polling 
place in the city. This is impossible, as 
there are around 1,300 of these places. Only 
a few more than 1,800 men can be mustered. 

“This year I figured that breaking one 
law Was no worse than breaking another. 
I put on all the extra men I could get and 
placed only one at each voting place. The 
rest of them I instructed to get. addresses 
of all saloons kept open.’’ 


Campaign Against “Blind Pigs.’’ 

At the same time Mayor Harrison is wa- 
ging a campaign against “ blind pigs.” He 
opened this campaign in the morning by 
sending the following communication to 
magistrates in all parts of the city: 

In all cases Where keepers of ‘‘ blind pigs’ are 
brought before you and convicted, I wish you 
would impose the maximum penalty. -_ 

The mayor says that early this week he 
will have the police act, and that soon he ex- 
pects to have the city clean of illicit liquor

Ultimatum on Saloon Gambling. 
Nearly fifty proprietors of saloons where 
detectives found handbooks were given an 
ultimatum by Mayor Harrison that if gam- 
bling was not stopped at once licenses would 


be revoked. The mayor's letter to each was 


as follows: 


Dear Sir: I am advised by the assistant chief 
of police that a handbook is being made in your 
place. This letter is to notify you that upon 
evidence being placed in my hands that the re- 
port is correct your license will be revoked. 

I do not desire to adopt harsh measures toward 
any man, and for that reason I am giving you 
timely warning in order that if a handbook is 
being made in your place you can take immediate 
steps to have this illegal work discontinued.

Charles L: Tucker Is Accused 
of Mysterious Crime at | 
Weston, Mass. 


ROBBERY AS THE MOTIVE. 


Peculiar Features in Connection 
with Tragedy—Fox Terrier 
Is Still Missing. 


Newton, Mass., April 9.—[ Special. }]~—Con- 


vinced that the motive for the murder of 
Miss Mabel Page at Weston on March 81 
was robbery, Chief of Police Shaw tonight 
arrested Charles L. Tucker of Auburndale. 
Monday morning he will be formally charged 
with the murder of Miss Page. Tucker is 
23 years old. 

All his clothing was taken to the police sta- 
tlon. No knife was found which could have 
made the wounds that the autopsy showed 
were infiloted. 

Tucker dodged the questions that were 
framed to make him contradict what he had 
said before. There were some discrepancies 
in his story, but to the end he stoutly main- 
tained that he was not near enough to the 
Page house even to have seen it on the day 
ef the murder. 7 


Chief Claims Evidence. 


Chief Shaw made this statement: 

“Tucker has been arrested because we be- 
lieve that he killed Mabel Page. He was 
arrested upon evidence which we secured 
last night. What that isI cannot say. But 
we believe we have the right man.” 

“Does the arrest of Tucker mean that 
you are satisfied the motive was robbery?” 
the chief was asked. 

‘We are satisfied that there was a mo- 
tive,”” he answered. ‘*‘ We have no doubt 
what that motive was, but at this time I 
must decline to discuss the motive which 
we believe to have led him to commit the 
murder.” 

Tucker knew Harold Page and the family 
well enough to enable him to frame the 
message that made Mabel Page write the 
note to the effect that she was going to Bos- 
ton to see her brother, of whose fictitious 
injury some unknown person had brought 
word to her. Tucker and Harold Page 
worked for the same railroad company, but 
in different departments. 

Today George Ross of Cochituate, a coach- 
man, who visited Weston on the day of the 
murder to apply for a position at a neigh- 
bor of the Pages, described a man whom 
he saw close to the home of the murdered 
woman. The description is said to fit Tucker. 


Stabbed in Her Home. | 


Miss Mabel Page, daughter of Edward K. 
Page of Weston, was stabbed to death in her 
home. The first conclusion was that it was 
a case of suicide, but investigation showed 
a wound in the stomach, onein the back, and 
one hand was deeply cut. Her throat also

PROPERTY OWNERS WOULD SHUT 
WASHINGTON PARK.. | 


Association Is Formed to Begin Con- 
demnation Proceedings to Cut 
Streets Through Property—In Case 
of Fallure, Effort Will Be Made to 
Stop Gambling and Make Season 
Unprofitable—Oficials Question the 

_ Motive Behind the Move. 


Another attempt is making by property 
owners in the vicinity of the Washington 
park racetrack to close the track permanent- 
ly and have the land subdivided. A Washing- 
ton Improvement association, with fifty 
members, has organized, and asserts that, 
it will by one means or another “ put the 
track out of business.” : 

The first means to be tried will be the !n- 
stitution of condemnation proceedings. The 
board of local improvements will be asked 


These are 
Langley, Champlain, Rhodes, Vincennes, 
and Vernon avenues, running north and 
south, two blocks of each of which lie within 
the park area, and Sixty-second street, which 
is blocked between Cottage Grove and South 
Park avenues. . 
Will Try to Stop the Gambling. 

If the city will not take up the condemna- 
tion proceedings, the attorneys for the asso- 
ciation declare they will stop the gambling 
at the track, which, they assert, will result 
in a closing after a short unfrultful season. 

Attempts are making at present to swell 
the membership of the organization, and a. 
letter, of which the following is part, has 
been’ sent to property owners in the reson 

ances of which we complain are, ¢. 
by the Washington Park club of 
the iarge tract of land bounded by Cottage Grove 
avenue,. Sixty-first street, South Park avenue 
and Sixty-third street; second, the cutting off 
of the streets running north and south, and Sixty- 
second street east and west; third, the nuisance 


racetrack. 

To remedy this condition of affairs we propose 
to have the streets opened through this land and 
to forever put a stop to racing at this track. 

We have secured the services of attorneys who 
have carefully examined the law applicable to 
this case and we are advised that we have a legal 
right to have. theee streets opened and that we 
can abate the nulsarf€e caused by said track and 
prevent gambilng on its premises. 

Say They Are Not Reformers. 

Persons interested in the closing of the 
track are requested to communicate with 
Tyrrell & Brown, attorneys, First Natfonal 
Bank building, who represent the associa- 
tion. 
“We are not a crowd of reformers,” said . 
Attorney’ Brown. ‘* We are property own-. 
ers who want the streets opened up, so that 
our own property can be improved. Within 
a week we will have the petitions prepared, 
and our members will make a personal can- 
vass of the territory surrounding the track 
to secure signatures and members. Other- 
wise we will try to stop the gambling and 
achieve the same result.”’ 

Corporation Counsel Tolman declared yes- 
terday that the process would take at least 
two years if it met with success at all. 


Question Motives of Move. 
The motives of the men who have started 
the action are questioned by the officers of 
the Washington Park club, who do not at- 
tach importance to the movement. 

“This is another sporadic endeavor to | 
clean us out,’’ said an official. ‘‘A couple 
of years ago the same thing was tried. The 
condemnation plan is in the heads of a few 
men who probably think to benefit them- 
selves. The last time they tried it we found 
the men who led the movement trying to 
scramble over the fence to get in when the 
racing season was on. Our property is valu- 
able, and there would be heavy damages.” —

GIVES DRINKING WATER TESTS. 


Michigan Professor Finds Murky Liquid 
Often Safe, While Clear Con- 


Ann Arbor, Mich., April 9.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Victor C. Vaughn of the University of Mich- 
igan, has completed a series of tests of drink- 
ing water and finds that murky water is often 
safe, while clear, sparkling water may con- 
tain disease germs. He says that in all cold 
water there exists only one germ, typhus, 
which retains its virulence after being swal- 
lowed, Certain other drinking water hac- 
teria are dangerous, but not under the chief 
condition that thirst imposes—coolness. The 
colon germ, which is found in the water sup- 
ply of many cities, is declared responsible for 
appendicitis in some cases,

They maintained that 
$50 might be excessive, inasmuch as the 
lower the tax the better the service is expect- 
ed to be. 6 

The suggestion made by Walter L. Fisher 
for a trial of municipal ownership on the 
Adams and Harrison street line was much 
discussed. Members of the municipal owner- 
ship committee were against it, some de- 
claring it not feasible and others expressing 


interest of the companies. 

It was early pointed out that the transfer 
question would be one of the difficulties in 
the management of the experimental line. 
The Union Traction and South Side lines 
might refuse to exchange transfers with the 


municipal line. 
: Answer Mr. Fisher. 


In answer (to this argument Mr. Fisher 
issued a supplementary statement, in which 
he said: — 

**It is obvious that if the city should ac- 
quire the Passenger raliway system and 
lease its operation to the Union Traction 
company one of the conditions of such a lease 
would be the right of transfer to any other 
part of the Union Traction system just as 
now exists. 

“If the operation of the Passenger rail- 
way system were turned over to the City 
railway, transfers with the system of the 
latter’ would be provided for in the contract 
and the right to exchange transfers with 
the Union Traction system would have to be 
litigated. If the city should win the right 
to universal transfers the problem would be 
solved. If it\lost in the courts the difficulty 
would be only temporary, for relief would 
be afforded by the proposed extension of a 
unified system as the various term grants 
since 1875 expire.”’ 

City officials uniformly declined to discuss 
Mr. Fisher’s suggestion. The mayor kept to 
his residence all day, writing his message 
to the new council. Corporation Counsel 
Tolman called attention to the fact that the 
vote on the little ballot was in favor of muni- 
cipal ewnership without delay, but that the 
question of city operation was not sub- 
‘mitted. 


Files Brief for City. |

Mr. Hollins flatly refused to do so, as the 
transaction was a confidential business mat- 
ter which he could not make public without 
consulting his principals, and even then he 
might decline to tell he said. 

A demand by Attorney Rosenthal for the 
production of the books of the firm of H. B. 
Hollins & Co. and all the papers and docu- 
ments which that firm has concerning the 
making of the loans to the traction compa- 
nies caused the first clash. Mr. Rosenthal 
insisted that the inspection of the books, 
papers, and documents of the firm was neces- 
sary in the examination and that the master 
in chancery be permitted to inspect them. 

During his examination, Mr. Hollins stated 
that he was an extensive stockholder in the 
Union Traction company, but did not know 
how much interest he had in the underlying 
companies. He declared that the Guaranty 
Trust company held the collateral securities 
upon the loan, but did not remember what 
they were or how much they secured. 

He testified that it was he who helped 
Assistant Treasurer Orde to make the loans 
and that he went with him to Oakman.

Robins, “‘ He considered himself too big for 
his own ward, and had taken that attitude 
during several years. The people protested, 
but he assumed to wave them aside. 


Disregards His Constituents. 


“ Not only did Ald. Herrmann let the little 
things of his ward go undone, but he would 
not brook the expression of opinions by oth- 
ers of the ward as to matters of public policy. 
It was his- attitude on municipal ownership 
and his disregard of local home improve- 
ments which defeated him and not the saloon 
influence. Under the circumstances it was 
proper that he should have been defeated. 
“TT know Stanley Kunz well enough to tell 
him to his face that I consider him a good 
type of the finished grafter. I want to say 
that his reélection was right and propér 
under the conditions. The republican or- 
ganization in the Sixteenth ward broke faith 
with the voters in an outrageous way, of 
which Kunz would néver have been guilty. 
His success by 1,600 votes was the kind of a 
rehuke it received from the people. 


Kunz Reaches the People. 

“ Any one who thinks Kunz is strong be- 
cause he is what I would call a grafter is 
greatly mistaken.

These declarations, made before men who 
had especially advocated the election of 
Herrmann and the defeat of Kunz, created 
a stir, and several speakers replied. It was 
admitted that the reasons given by Mr. 
Robins for the success of the one and the de- 
feat of the other at the polls were probably 
correct, but it was denied that there was suf- 


sult. 

Sigmund Zeisler declared that it raised the 
question as to how much should be demand- 
ed of an alderman by his constituents. 

**I do not believe there is any justification 
for a man like Kunz,” he said, “ being sent 
back to the efity council to sit with gentlemen 
because he looks after the little difficulties of 
his constituents. An alderman is elected to. 
look after all the intérests of the city.” _

COCKRAN ATTACKS; 
SPOONER DEFENDS 


President Object of Condem- 
nation in House and of 
Praise in Senate. - 


CONGRESS IS LECTURED. 


New Yorker Tells Them They 
Have So Lost Caste the News- 
papers Fail to Notice Them. 


Washington, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]— 
The president and the administration were 
attacked and defended in congress today. 
In the house Representative Bourke Cockran 

berated the house for permitting the presi- 
dent to usurp all the power formerly pos - 
sessed by the house until that body has so 
lost cast that the newspapers no long con- 
sidered its proceedings worth printing. 
* Im the senate Mr. Spooner appeared ae the 
administration champion and declared that 
while Roosevelt was laying himself open 
to the criticism of his political opponents by 
bolding facing sitviations and enforcing the 
law, the democratis party was seeking as a 
candidate *‘ some safe, calm, silent, judicious 
man who can be held up in North Carolina 
as a trust buster and in Wall Street as a 
man entirely devoted to the business inter- 
ests.’ 


Cockran Makes Brilliant Speech. 
Mr. Cockran's effort marked his reéntry ! 
into the house as the successor of George B. 
McClellan, now mayor of New York, and as 
an orator was up to his usual standard, He 
had introduced a motion to have the judiciary 
committee inquire as to the legality of the 
president's order to pay pensions for age 
disabilities. 

He said the resolution was offered sole- 
ly to vindicate the dignity of the house. 
He did‘not, he said, question the pro- 
priety of paying liberal pensions to fed- 
eral soldiers, but he declared that the basis 
of these payments should be the laws of 


thority.” 
No Fragment of Power Left. 

If, he said, the president's order is recog- 
nized by the house, ‘“‘ what fragment of power 
is there left to the house?” By one stroke of 
the pen, he declared, the president had ap- 
propriated $30,000,000, and he said it was a 
matter with which congress must deal if it 
has any regard for its own powers or if it be 
animated by a shadow of loyalty for the con- 
stitution which created it. He vigorously. as- 


ways.’ and inquired “if this order be tol- 
erated without protest by the house, what 
power is there that the executive order can- 
not usurp? What fragment of control over 
the country’s purse?’ Continuing, he said 
that “this pretense of interpretation of the 
law is but a hollow mockery and a play of 
words,’’ and added, “ it is known by the man 
who wrote it as shown by the order itsgelf.’’ 


President the Whole Power. 


In his-opinion the steady decline in the 
dignity of the house had attracted much at- 
tention. In a sarcastic vein he declared that 
the president allowed congress the privilege 
wf declaring war, and he was loudly ap- 
plauded by the democrats when he added: 
“But the president makes war when he 
chooses to.”’ 

Continuing, he inquired if it was possible 
that the house must confess now that its 
last intrenchment has been taken “by a 
subordinate executive officer,”’ and said that 
the contempt which had been extended to the 
house and the violation of its rights consti- 
tuted the measure of respect, attention, and 
submission which it deserved. 

Raising his voice to a high pitch, he said 
that the house ‘‘ is the sanctuary of our con- 
stitutional temple. We are the priests to 
whom it is intrusted, and,’’ he added, point- 
ing his finger at the speaker, “ you, sir, are 
the high priest, responsible for the method 
in which that trust shall be discharged."’ 


No Hiding Behind Cleveland. 


Reverting to the president’s order, Mr. 
Cockran contended that the secretary of the 
interior justified the action upon the prece- 
derft of President Cleveland. Well, sir,”’ 
he said, pacing up and down the center aisle, 
“ if that be so, then in God’s name let us con- 
demn that act of Mr. Cleveland’s as vehem- 
ently as the act of any republican president. 
The disposition to justify almost everythin 
by pleading “that Mr. Cleveland did it,’’ h 
vigorously declared, “is the highest of com- 
pliments that can be paid to a man by any 
congress in our political history.’’ 

-The speech of Mr. Cockran was replied to 
by several members and a vote taken totable 
the motion, which was carried by 103 to 100. 


Senator Spooner Defends. 

In the senate Mr. Spooner replied to the 
democratic strictures on the conduct of the 
postoffice department and also traversed 
quite an extensive political field. He defend- 
ed the course of the postmaster general in 
connection with the irregularities of his de- 
partment and charged that the effort on the 
part of the democratic senators to secure a 
congressional inquiry was in the interest of 
party politics. 

Regarding the attacks on the president Mr. 
Spooner said: 

‘‘I think that whatever our friends on the 
other side of the chamber may find to say 
of the president, the great mass of the people 
will agree with me that from the beginning 
he has shown that he will not tolerate wrong- 
doing in any official, high or low.” 

He charged the democrats in both houses 
of congress with having adopted as a party 
slogan the declaration that “* Roosevelt must 
be beaten.”’ ‘‘ Why? Because they say he is 
a law unto himself, a czar—unsafe, unsound, 
a lawmaker, a lawbreaker, and the like, 
while the candidate on the other side is safe 
and sound, calm, and judicial. Do you have 
to have some one to testify that he isa demo-' 
crat? He has it now from Mr. Cleveland, 
whose democracy itself is questioned.” 

What evidence, Mr. Spooner asked, had 
Mr. Gorman that the president is a czar? 
He would hate to believe that Mr. Gorman 
meant to charge that the republican scna- 
tors. 

Speaking of Mr. Gorman’s reference to Mr. 
J. J. Hill and the bill for the amendment of 
the interstate commerce law, Mr. Spooner 
said he agreed with Mr. Gorman that Hill's.

Mrs. Johanna Drews, widow of the late

Walker, head of the stock brokerage firm 
of Walker & Co., 206 Clark street, to recover 
$27,500 and for the return of-$70,000 alleged.

National League “Magnates Are to 
Blame, Their Action tn Lengthening 
the Schedule Forcing the American 
‘Leaguers to Follow Suit or Leave 
Opening Dates to Its Rival—Initial 
Contests in Some Cities Are Bound to 


Get Chilly Weather.

The experience which both of Chicago's 


baseball teams have encountered in the last | 


few days is about as strong an argument 


as can be found against the attempt to force | i 


things by opening the baseball season before 
the frost is fairly out of the ground, as the 
big leagues are doing this year. 

Cities as far south as St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Philadelphia. and Washington may be 
favored with baseball weather as early as 
April 14, but it is impossible to find enough 
cities of major league caliber to make up 
two circuits without taking in some from 
the cooler zones. Chicago, Cleveland, and 
Detroit, with their lake breezes, Pittsburg 
with its annual floods, and New York and 
Boston with their environment of cold, salt 
water cannot furnish baseball atmosphere 
so early on the calendar except occasionally 
in an exceptional year. And 1904 is an ex- 
ceptional year—looking backward. 


Early Opening Craze. 3 
But for this early opening craze the ball 
players would still be cavorting in warmer 
climes than Missouri and Colorado show at 
this period of the year. The White Stock- 
ing, after a phenomenally good trip through 
the south, which put practically every man 
of them close to midseason form, butted into 
a bunch of weather last week bad enough 
to take all the grease out of thelr well olled 
joints. The Colts were much less favored 
by the weather on the coast, but ran into 
some real snow when they struck the high 
spots around Denver and Colorado Springs. 
In both cases, if the opening of the season 
had not been placed so early, the teams would 
have been able to start later on their train- 
ing jaunts, and so would have been kept 
out of the poor conditions into which they 
fell recently. It would not have done at 
all to have kept the players of either team 
in the south or California any longer than 
they did stay, under the existing conditions, 
for it would have been reckless management 
to bring men direct from the sunny sands of 
Texas or the bracing warmth of California 
into this vicinity and send them into a cham- 
pionship race immediately. The dangers in- 
cidental to such procedure were guarded 
against by the owners of both clubs in sched- 
uling a slow return, by short jumps, from the 
warm to the cold localities. But the best 
of plans could not but go astray when they 
ealled for anything like warm weather in 
any state outside of the far south or west 
during the first week in April.

Players canhot be expected to exert them- 
selves to their: best at the risk of laming their 
arms permanently, and rootere cannot be ex- 
pected to take chances of contracting severai 
kinds of bacterial afflictions when not even 
the bleachers furnish a comfortable view- 
point.

Bowlers Begin Their Annual Contest

Everything is in readiness for the opening 
games in the sixth annual tgurnament of the 
IHinots Bowling association, which are 
scheduled toe start at 6 o’clock tomorrow 
night at Jim O'Leary's. alleys, 4183 South 
Halsted street.

FIRST APPEARANCE OF DENVER 
FIGHTER PLEASES FANS. 


Although Stiff After His Bout with 
Britt, the. Featherweight Uham-

“ Young’ Corbett, champion featherweight - 


of the world, made a decided hit In his contest 
against Tommy Mowatt at the Waverly Ath-

The little 
champion cut loose jn the final session and 
removed all doubts, if any existed. as to his 
fighting abilities. He hit the local man hard 
and often in that round and came near drop- 
ping him with a terrific right hand biow 
over the kidneys. 
Object to Corbett’s Style. 

The spectators expected to see him score 
a knockout and naturally cheered Tommy to 
stay the limit. Some objections were raised 
as to Corbett’s method of infighting, claims 
being made that leaning his head against his 
epponent’s chest and walloping away with 
both hands were infringements of the rules. 
The disgruntied set overlooked the fact that 
Mowatt, by holding fast in the clinches and 

yanking Corbett’s héad down with his 
t and uppercutting with the right, trans- 
gressed the rules more frequently than did 
the champion. The contest was as cleanly 
fought as hundreds of others in Chicago, and 
the kicks registered came with bad grace. 
Mowatt’s most ardent admirers expected to 
see him go down and aut\before the end of 
the fourth round, and his being on hand at 
the final gong made him as popular in defeat 
as was Corbett in victory. 

Arrangements are now under way to bring 
Mowatt and Benny Yanger together. They 
have had. three tilts within the last four 
years. The first went to Benny after six 
rounds of desperate fighting, éach scoring 
several knockdowns, and the other two re- 
sulted’ in .draws.

This con- 
sists mainly of elderly peers and peeresses, 
whilst the younger adherents are either 
spinsters of undecided age or foredoomed by 
nature to be unmarried. Its votaries are 
eminently respectable. They never dine 
late on Sundays, but have cold suppers, and 
they are supporters of missionary work and 
drawing room meetings, at which preachers

poorer folk who have latent religious ten- 
dencies, and ‘they usually have tracts in 
convenient receptacles ready to distribute.

This first of all is due to the 
fact that few of: the men have been to the 
great English public schools and secondly 
because this community is always suspected 
of a desire to proselytize, which causes its 
lightest words to be viewed with suspicion. 

“Christian Science has not captured the 
country, but it is discussed everywhere in 
Society and has hundreds of really aristo- 
cratic votaries. At a dinner party only last 
week one of the six most notable duchesses 
in England said: ‘ Well, we may think 
Christian Science rubbish, but it has im- 
proved the manners and dispositions of every 
woman I know who has gone in for it, and 
they all are happier in the bargain.’

against foreigners. 

Not even to friends do they freely reveal 
themselves. It is only when the wells of the 
spirit are sounded and the deepest waters 
are troubled that emotion finds relief in out- 
ward show—that is, emotion whose manifes- 
tation might affect others unpleasantly—sad- 
ness, trouble, or deep grief. . Bushido would 
have repressed it even under the most trying 
circumstances, but not even “ bushido” can 
wholly turn a warm hearted human being 


human, with blood that is red and hearts 
that leap just the same as some more dém- 
onstrative peoples we know. 

It would not be strange if the avérage man 
who had observed them here in Tokio during 
the last two months should begin to doubt 
that. There has been so much repression of 
the natural feelings, such a putting down of 
the safety valves of joy and sorrow, as 
times to have been uncanny. 


Loyalty, the Samurai Code. 

One must have studied “‘ bushido ” well te 
grasp the full significance of these last few 
weeks. Bushido "—it means literally mill- 
tary knight ways—was the teachings of thé 
Samurai, the precepts of the chivalry that iq 
lost its commanding grip on Japan hardlya 
generation ago. Bushido’ was the inearm 
nation of loyalty and the soul of honor. The 
2,000,000 Samurai who followed ite instruc- 
tions impressed their ways upon the whole 
people.

* Bushido ’’ today is a vital factor in Jap- 
anese life, and although its once mastering 
influence may have begun to waver, it is still 
sufficient explanation of the astonishing 
emotional regressions of the last two montha;

) of gentleness, and to show grief or pain or 

any unpleasant emotion might awaken simi- 
lar unhappy feelings in the breast of the 
observer and then would be not only unfortu- 
nate but most impolite.

friend with bright eyes and a smile on his 
face. 

“It is that power and habit of concealing 
the real feelings,”” said a Japanese to me 
yesterday, “which has made other peoples 
fall. to understand us.

Real Japanese Revealed.

Tt is strange that at the moment when 
Japan has been celebrating with much pop- 
-vlar rejoicing and official ceremony at Tokio

should be engaged in Tibet in fulfilling the 
game kind of mission as that so successfully 
gecomplished fifty years ago by the distin- 
guished American naval commander in the 
land of the rising sun. The latter was at 
uch of a hermit nation as 
Tibet has rémdained until today. It de

Death was ordinarily the fate of any white 
man who had the misfortune to be wrecked 
on the inhospitable shores of Dai Nippon, 
and the most frightful punishments were 
reserved for natives convicted of the crime 
of communicating either directly or indi- 
rectly with Europeans or Americans, In- 
deed, down to the end of the first half of 
the nineteenth century Japan was as com- 
pletely shut off from the remainder of the 
world and as much a land of mystery as 
Tibet is at present. / 

Now while ‘western nations reserve to them-. 


selves the right to exclude Asiatics from; 


their shores, Chinese being barred from the 


the United States and the Japanese from | 
Australia, notwithstanding the fact that the | 
latter is a British dependency and England | 


has a treaty of alliance with the mikado, yet 
they do not admit that oriental, powers are 
entitled to shut out foreigners. Indeed; any 
attempt on the part of one of the yellow 
races to pursue a policy of isolation is re- 
garded as a piece of intolerable barbarism. 
Japan’s former attitude in this connection 


‘was strongly resented, and as all friendly 
efforts to break down the barriers had 


failed, the UWhited States government de- 
termined in 1853 to make one more attempt, 
this time by force if necessary, to establish 
intercourse with her, and with this object 
in view to dispatch an envoy, backed by a 
naval squadron sufficiently large to insure 
success, and compel her ruler to conclude a. 
treaty of friendship and commerce. Com-. 
modore Perry was chosen for the mission, 


Japan’s Debt to Perry. 
In. due course he arrived in the bay of | 
Yeddo with his men of war, and afterturning 
a deaf ear to all protests, menaces, and en- 
treaties on the part of the ive govern- - 
a threat of. 
proceeding to hostilities and of bombarding 
Tokio, secured, March 81, 1854, the signa-— 
ture of a treaty which, by opening certain 
ports to American trade, virtually breached 
the until then impenetrable wall that had 


shut off Japan from the remainder of the - 


world. It is well to bear in mind that this 
treaty with the United States was obtained 
hy the latter from Japan by compulsion,.the 
alternative of Uncle Sam's friendship being 
war. And when, shortly afterwards, other 
western powers, beginning with England 
and Russia, followed in the wake of this 
country and extorted similar concessions 
from Japan, the name of Commodore Perry 
Was execrated throughout the islands as the 
principal author of what’the natives were 
convinced would constitute the destruction 
ofthe empire. Yet today the memory of the 
commodore is honored throughout the mika- 
do's. dominions as one of the best friends 
of the nation and as having, by opening 
up Japan to western civilization, enabled her 
to take the prominent place among the 


‘powers of the world which she now enjoys. 


Tibet Mission Like Perry’s. 

Perhaps fifty years hence Lhassa may be 
the scene of celebrations in honor of Col. 
Younghusband, the chief of the British mis- 
gion to the grand lama of Tibet, similar to 
those which have so recently been taking 
place at Tokio in commemoration of Com- 
modore Perry. The only difference between 
the two is that whereas the United States 
envoy in his enterprise was backed by a 
squadron of men of war, the English pleni- 
potentiary is escorted by a well armed force 
of several thousand meg. For Tibet 
Steeped in barbarism far deeper than was 
Japan half a century ago, and there is no. 
doubt that while the Buddhist monks and 
clergy, with which Tibet is infested and who 
monopolize the government and the wealth 
of the country, may mourn the loss of their 
power and of their revenues, yet that the 
people of the “* forbidden land ”’ will remem- 
ber Col. Younghusband as the man who de- 
livered them from clerical tyranny and ex- 
action and who first admitted to their moun- 
_ fastnesses the light of western civiliza- 

on, 

Forestalling Russia. 

It is possible that the British government 
might have delayed for some years the dis- 
patch of Col. Younghusband’s mission to 


_ the grand lama had it not been ascertained 


at Calcutta that Russia was endeavoring 
through Buriat Buddhist emissaries to es- 
tablish an understanding with the authori- 
ties at Lhassa and to secure a foothold in 
"Tibet which would have constituted a source 
of danger to the British possessionsin India. 
Moreover, the friendly advances made by 
Lord Curzon and those statesmen who have 
preceded him in the office of viceroy of India 
had been treated with so much disdain by 
the Tibetan government and had been s0 
contemptuously spurned that English pres- 
lige among the native princes and people 
Of India -was subjected to a severe strain, 
the spectacle presented by England permit- 
ting herself to be treated with contumely 
by the dai lama, being not precisely cal- 
tulated to impress the 300,000,000 inhabi- 
tants of Hindodstan with a salutary convic- 
tion of King Edward's power and might. In 
fact, both the necessity of maintaining its 
Prestige within her borders in India and the 
importance of preventing Russia from se- 
curing a foothold on what Lord Curzon has 
Sraphically described as the “ glacis,’’ just 
beyond the northeastern ramparts of Hindoo- 
Stan, left the British government no alter- 
MAative but to dispatch Col. Younghusband 
at this time in order to extort from the dai 
Hama much in the same way as Commodore 
Perry exacted from the shogun of Japan 
fifty years ago a treaty opening up the coun- 
tty to foreign trade and establishing official 
and friendly relations between Lhassa and 
Calcutta. 

It may be added that Tibet is nominally 
Subject to the suzerainty of the emperor 
Of China, who years ago agreed as far as 
h® Was concerned to permit England to 
*nter Tibet, and -to accord to British sub- 
Jects there the same Hiberties and preroga- 
Mves that they enjoyed in other portions of 
the Chinese empire. But the Lhassa govern- 

, Ment, while it continues to send tribute to 
Pekin, thus admitting the suzerainty of the 
Fuler of China, has always until now refused 
x Sive execution to hig treaty with Great

Afghanistan is today the ally of England, 
the améer receiving a large annual subven- 
tion, from the British government, while 
there is little or no restriction to the trade 
with India. ‘ But this condition of affairs has 
only prevailed for about fifteen or twenty 
years past, and before the Afghans could 
be induced to consent to the establishment 
of friendly relations with India their country 
Was subjected to several invasions, the last 
a little over two decades back, and which in 
@ach instance were brought about by the 
destruction of just such a diplomatic mission 
as that which Col. Younghusband is now 
fulfilling in Tibet.

To Be Open to World. 


Inasmuch as England has always pursued 
the policy known as that of the open door, 
and has invariably admitted all foreign na- 
tions, even her most dangerous competitors 
in industry and trade, to the advantages 
which she may have secured either by con- 
quest or by diplomiacy—sometimes by the 
two combined—in the way of opening up of 
new’ markets to the commerce of the world. 
the progress of Col. Younghusband’s mission 
to Tibet deserves to be watched with inter- 
ést tn this country. Exclusion of the white 
races is the natural instinct of all dusky 
hued nations, alike in Asia and in Africa. 
China, Japan, Corea, numerous independent 
states in. central Asia, as well as Arabia, Mvu- 
rocco, Tunis, Abyssinia, and Algeria, were 
ali closed to foreigners in the early part of 
ithe nineteenth century, and whereas today 
& man can travel from one end of Africa to 
the other without firing a shot in self-defense, 
it was impossible a hundred years ago to yen- 
ture into the interfor. of the dark continent’ 


of tle natives, who were firmly resolved to 
keep the stranger from setting foot on their 
territory. 4 

Little. by little the barriers thus raised 
against the white races have been removed, 
and one by one every country, save Tibet, 
has abandcned its policy of isolation. In- 
deed, since the emperor of Corea some eigh- 
teen years ago opened his ports to foreign 
commerce and sanctioned intercourse be- 
tween his people and the outer world, the 
dai lama has been, to all intents and pur- 
poses, the only ruler of the universe who has 
kept the doors of his kingdom closed. It 
would therefore be @ subject for congratula- 
tion if the commencement of the twentieth 
eentury were signalized by the removal of 
the barriers of the last remaining nation that 
has preservea its soil “ undefiled” by the 
presence of ‘*‘ foreign devils,”’ and were wit- 
ness of the opening to western civilization of 
the forbidden land,’’ 


MAY TAKE IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Canada Awaits Entrance of Province 
Into Union, but Time Does Not 
Now Seem Ripe. 


Ottawa, Canada, April 7.—[Specia!l Corre- 
spondence. ]—Negotiations for bringing New- 
foundland into the Canadian confederation 
are definitely deferred until a more auspi- 
cious period. Both political parties in New- 
foundland have been sounded on the sub- 
ject of union and found alike indifferent 
if not hostile to immediate action. : 

The idea seems to prevailin Newfoundland 
that a settlement of the question of French 
treaty rights on the west shore will be fol- 
| lowed by an era of rapid development, and 
if confederation is to be seriously considered 
at all Canada must offer far better terms 
than she has hitherto been disposed to con- 
cede. <A strong element in Newfoundland 
holds to the belief that separate colonial 
connection with Great Britain is to be pre- 
ferred to anything the Dominion of Can- 
ada in the present state of her relations 
with Great Britain is in a position to offer. 

‘The Canadian government stands ready 
to negotiate for the admission of New- 
foundland into the Canadian confederation. 
whenever a ministry favorable to union be- 
tween the two countries is returned to pow- 
er in the island, but that time has not yet 
arrived, and in the interim matters must 
remain as they are, ule. 


State Dinners Abandoned. 


The state dinners at government house this 
week for which invitations were issued 
had to be abandoned in consequence of the 
fire of Sunday last, by which the dining 
hall, the drawing room, and reception rooms 
were rendered useless by fire, smoke, and 
water. 

Lady Minto’s intended visit to, England 
has been given up in consequence of her 
excellency’s skating accident, which will 
prevent her moving about for some time to 
come. Nothing has been decided as to the 
date of departure of their excellencies on 
the completion of the earl of Minto’s ex- 
tended term as governor general. bg 

Three times since the Russo-Japanese war 
commenced telegrams have been sent out of 
Halifax that eleven British regiments are 
likely to come out to Canada this spring in 
readiness for orders to proceed to the far 
| east. The places at which they are to be 
stationed are given—namely::' Two at Hali- 
fax, one each at St. John, N. B.; Quebec, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, Winnipeg, and 
Calgary, and two on the Pacific coast. At 
the militia department it is said in reply to 
inquiries that if the British war office con- 
templates anything of the sort it is not 
known here. | 


Canada Competition Grows. 


The growth of Canadian competition with 
the American northwest in the export of. 
leading agricultural products may be gath- 
ered from official statistics just issued for 
the last year. Such staple products of the 
northwestern states of thé union are select- 
ed for the purpose of lllustration as Chicago, 
the upper lake ports, and the Atlantic ship- 
ping ports, New York, Boston, Portland, and 
Philadelphia, are chiefly interestedin. These 
are wheat, cattle, pork, bacon, and hams, 
oats, meal, hay, peas, cheese, butter, and 
eggs. The total value of Canada’s exports 
"of these products alone has increased in 
round numbers over $60,000,000 since 1896— 
namely: from $39,000,000 to $99,000,000. 

The chief increases in detail in round num- 
bers are wheat, $5,000,000\to $24,000,000; cat- 
tle, $7,000,000 to $11,00,000; pork, bacon, and 
hams, $4,000,000 to $16,000,000; oats, $273,861 
to over $2,500,000; cheese, $15,000,000 to $24,- 
000,000; butter, a trifle over $1,000,000 to just 
short of $7,000,000; eggs, from $807,086 to 
$1,436,130. 

The increase in Canadian production in the 
above period was considerably larger than 
the export figures indicate. The growth of 
population and the greater prosperity of the 
people generally added enormously to the 
home consumption. |

PARIS, April 2.—Nearly all the theaters of - 
Paris have been converted into political 
tribunes, where political ideas are expressed, 
People now go to the theater to hiss the 
Jews in * Decadence” or to applaud the 
Catholics, to hiss the clergy portrayed in 
anti-clerical plays or to applaud the Jews. 
Litthe by little people at large are ranging 
‘into hostile camps, and both sides are show- 
ing spirit. Some shocking things have been 
passed over, however, which right thinking 
people the world over wouldcondemn. 

As an example, theminister of war ordered 
‘ga troop of soldiers to take up their quarters 
in a convent from which the monks had been 
expelled. The latter’s evacuation had been 
so hasty, however, that the chapel with all 
the vestments, sacred objects and statues, 
was just as it had been.the day of the ban- 
ishment. When the soldiers and under 
officers found this out they raided the chapel, 
dressed up in the cassocks and surplices, and 
celebrated a mock mass. They grew so bois- 
terous that finally people passing outside 
commenced to wonder what was happening, 
and finally some one went to the colonel’s 
house to advise him that curious proceed- 
ings were taking place in the chapel. When

Complain of “Bureaux.’’ 


Many complaints often have been made 
against what are known as the “ bureaux ”’ 
of France—that is to say, the officials em- 
ployed by the different ministers to con- 
duct the affairs of state while they attend. 
to political matters.: These officials hold life 
positions, and often exercise their function 
in a most tyrannical fashion, particular 
as, in a large measure, their administrati 
is anonymous, there is no redress against 
them. ‘The Dreyfus affair showed what the 
“ bureaux’’ of France could do, and the 
colonial ministry, as well as the war min- 
istry, is as corrupt as possible. Here every 
man (although they are only civil employés, 
from the highest to the lowest) considers 
himself a potentate. Here, too, is a collec- 
tion of dossiers that, like the Bastile, ought 
to be taken. These dossiers contain all 
kinds of accounts—false in most cases—of 
the men belonging directly or indirectly te 
the service. Several officials control them, 
and every one who has a grudge against ¢, 
man in the colonial department has only 
to write any kind of an infamy, take it to the 
nabobs of the ministry, and be sure that it 
will be slipped into his victim's dossier with- 
cut question. 

An injustice of this kind has just led to 


a director at the colonial office and that of 
his slayer. One cannot condone an assassi- 
nation, but when one remembers that it was 
the colonial office that ordered the horrible 
chains, forged of rusty nails and débris, to be

Anatole France’s new play, “ Le Manne- 
quin em Osier,’’ is one of the most curious 
pieces of dramatic writing that have ever 
been seen on the stage.

Gintry, who plays the leading rdle, is mag- 
nificent in his interpretation. The question 
is, will one of the most remarkable imper- 
sonations of the age be enough to save the 
play? To sum it up, it is a vigorous assault 
upon youthful love matches and the vanity 
and frivolity of Women in general. | 

Prof. Bergeret is a savante country pro- 
fessor who in his youth committed the folly 
—for such Anatole France considers it—of 
marrying a girl for love. The union turns 
out disastrously. The “ love flew out of the 
window ’’ long before the young couple were 
comfortably established in the proverbial 
‘‘cottage.’’ Mme. Bergeret thinks only of 
herself and her gowns, and carries this to 
such an extreme that the poor professor's 
study is the abiding place of a willow man- 
nequin, om which madame ping her skirts 
and corsages when she is preparing them for 
wear. Naturally the professor resents this 
frivolous intrusion, but his spouse has a 
temper and he meekly resigns himself to his 
lot. 

They have two daughters—one as frivolous 
as her mother, the other as studious as her 
father. Things go from bad to worse in the 
Bergeret home until the professor discovers 
that his wife is faithless to him. On account 
of his children he decides not to seek a di-

THE NEW TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE 
The most important committee in the new 
council will be that of local transportation. 
It should be composed of the ablest men in 
the council, for it will have good use for all 
the brains and force of character that can 
be crowded into it." Dealing with the trac- 
tion magnates is not an easy task. There 
seems to be something about those people 
that completely befogged and befuddled the 
last conimittee, 
No matter how resolutely and valiantly, 
they went to the conferences with the street | 
railway representatives they invariably 
emerged with a dazed expression and ap- 
parently more than ever “ impressed ” with 
the magnitude of the traction question. : 
This year the men on that committee 
should be‘of a particularly hard headed | 
variety. They should not try so hard to see 
the other side of the question that they will 
lose sight of their own. Nor should they be 
credulous to that point of good manners 
where they take too much for granted that 
the other people tell them. 
Let no aldermanic courtesy keep men on 
this committee if they have not shown a spe- 
cial force and aptitude in dealing with the 
traction préblem.. Scrutinize the new men 
closely for this important post—some of 
them will stand it. Men of a rugged asser- 
tiveness and a clear cut vision should be 
chosen. If there is to be any bending of the 
body according to the latest modes of the

THOMAS JEFFERSON. 
April 2 wag the 16let anniversary ‘of the birth 
of Thomas Jefferson. 
If Clarente Darrow should say the things 
that Thomas Jefferson said he might have 
some difficulty in getting by Ellis island on 
his return from a European trip. 
“ A little rebellion now and then is a good 
thing. An observation of thig truth should 
render honest republican governors so mild | 
in their punishment of rebellions as not to 
discourage them too much. It is a medicine 
necessary for the sound health of govern- 


| ment. God forbid that we should ever be 


twenty years without a rebellion such as 
this of Shays.” | 
‘* Societies exist under three forms: 1. 
Withont government, as among our Indians. 


| 2. Under government wherein the will of 


every one has a just influence. 3. Under 
governments of force. It is a problem not 
clear in my mind that the first condition is 
not the best.’ 

This absolute confidence in the virtue and 
wisdom of the individual, uncoerced human 
soul led Jefferson to the point where he 
merited the praise of thinking better of his 
fellow men than they deserved. Even an 
editor must recoil abashed when he-hears 
Jefferson declaring that “‘ were it left to 
me to decide whether we should have a gov- 
ernment without newspapers or newspapers 
without a‘government, I should not hesitate 
a moment to prefer.the latter.” . 


a government was perfectly consistent in 
the author of the Kentucky resolutions. In 
those resolutions Jeffersén showed that his 
elevation of the individual above the state 
implied an elevation of the state above the 
nation. If the undaunted soul of the in- 
dividual found itself cramped by the state 
let it expand by rebellion. “ The tree of 
liberty must be refreshed from time to time 
with the blood of pgtriots and of tyrants.” 
If the state perceived that the nation was 
encroaching upon its prerogatives let it not 
be too scrupulous about adopting measures 
‘of resistance. Who can be surprised that 


and the secessionist, regarded the Kentucky 
resolutions as test tubes for the incubation 
of the germs of liberty. : 

Nor was it merely political liberty that ani- 
mated Jefferson. Sartorial liberty seemed 
to have an almost equal claim upon his 
affection. Mr. Merry, the British minister, 
reported that “I, in my official costume, 
found myself, at the hour of reception he 
had himself appointed, introduced to a man 
as the president of the United States, not 
merely in an undress but actually standing 
in slippers down at the heels, and both 
pantaloons, coat, and underclothes indica- 
tive of utter slovenliness and indifference 
to appearances and in a state of negligence 
actually studied.” 

The coercion of fashion, like the coercion 
of government, aroused in Jefferson’s mind 
a sentiment of nullification. | 

To government and to clothes the list of 
Jefferson’s pet aversions must add commerce 
and manufactures, 


| “Those who labor in the earth are the 


chosen people of God.”’ 

“ The proportion of husbandmen is a good 
enough barometer whereby to measure the 
health of any society.” | 

“The prevalence of yellow fever will 
yield at any rate this consolation, that it 
will discourage the growth of great cities 


‘}|-and I view great cities as pestilential to the 


morals, the health, and the liberties of man.” 

In other words, Jefferson was bathing in 
the sea of reform and was taking a header 
through the great wave of the eighteenth 
century “rights of man” philosophy. For 
a long time he was submerged and you 
could see his feet waving ludicrously in the 
air. Then, with the buoy of presidential 
duties and of executive responsibilities, he 
rose to the surface. 

The man who had advocated rebellion said 
to the secretary of war: “ The tories of 
Boston openly threaten insurrection if their 
importation of flour is stopped. I hope that 
on the first symptom of an open opposition 
to the law by force you will fly to the scene 
and aid in suppressing these parricides.” 

_ The man who had tried to use the consti- 
tution as a ring for the nose of the federal 
government was nationalistic enough to pur- 
chase Louisiana, thereby giving the federal 
government the best tonic in its history, 

and was obliged to say: “ The constitution 

‘has made no provision for our holding for- 

eign territory, still less for our incorporat- 

ing foreign nations into our union.. The 
| executive has done an act beyond the con- 
stitufn.- The legislature, in casting be-

The vapor- 
ous exhalations of his philosophy were mys- 
tifying and sometimes nauseating. His phil-

He smelt the triumph of democracy afar 
off and pointed in that direction. His polit- 
ical scent was perfect. While Hamilton 
relied on wealth and intelligence, Jefferson 
relied on numbers. He was convinced that 
the multitude, led by an able strategist like, 
himself, would in time overwhelm the Ham- 
iltonian element which lay on the surface 
‘of society.. He was always dropping his 
plummet into the depths below the surface, 
and when he felt the pull of the current he 
shaped his course accordingly. ; 

What would he have said if he could have 
foreseen that the multitude would not al- 
ways confide its interests to able strategists 
like himself? What would he hgve said if 
he could have foreseen that ignorance would 
net always elect wisdom to reign over it? 

It was part of his philosophy that the plain 
average man would say to himself: “ There 
I see a man who knows a great deal more 
than I do and who will manage my affairs 
successfully. I will vote for him.” But 
twenty years later Jackson’s election to the 
presidency meant that the plain average 
man was saying to himself: “ There I see 
a man who is just like me. He gets my 
ballot.” 

What would Jefferson have said if he 
could have foreseen such things? Probably 
this: “The only state of human society 
which the philosopher can agreeably ap- 
ticipate is one in which each man exercises 
a free influence on the government. He can 
learn to exercise such an influence only 
through practice. But I would go through 
a demdécratic hell to reach a democratic 
paradise.” 


THE WAR DURING THE WEEE. 

There were three interesting features of 
the war news during the last week: (1) 
That the Japanese have driven the Rus- 
sians out of Corea; (2) that there is a Japa- 
nese army in eastern Corea whose size, lo- 
cation, direction, and purposes have been 
even more perfectly concealed from the 
world than news of the Japanese army in 
western Corea; (8) that some of the Rus- 
sian | vessels which formerly sat tight at 
Port Arthur are now at large upon the 
high seas, and a sea battle between them 
and Togo may occur at any moment. 

The Japanese army made a wonderful 
march from Chemulpo to Seoul and thence 
to the Yalu. They first had snow and be- 
low zero weather, later mud and impassable 
roads to contend with, with the ever present 
Cossack to harry them, But they marched 
330 miles ineight weeks. Every bridge over 
every stream their engineers had to con- 
struct, for the Cossacks tore up the bridges 
in their retreat northward. The most seri- 
ous engagement seems to have been at 
Chongju, near Anju. Here it is said 400 
Russians were killed or wounded and 400 
were captured. Bennet Burleigh, usually 
an accurate reporter, is responsible for this 
statement. 

The Japanese having reached the Yalu 
at Wiju, promptly spread out, and have lined 
the sotiith bank of the river as far as Chon- 
san, sixty miles to the east. Japanese 
scouts have swum the Yalu and landed on 
the northern bank, so that the Japanese in- 


gun. 

That army in eastern Corea is a mystery. 
Nothing can be laid down about it, and little 
guessed at. All that is known is that a 
Japanese army has landed at Gensan, on 
the east coast of Corea, about opposite to 
Pingyang. In view of the activity of the

THE ANGLO-FRENCH TREATY. 

Important treaties between England and 
France have usually come at the close of 
long and bitter wars. The one signed day 
before yesterday disposes pacifically of a 
dozen possibilities of war. It settles amic- 
ably * burning questions” which a cen- 
tury ago would have been settled only on 
the field of battle. Whether Russia and 
Germany will view with unalloyed pleasure 
the sensible way in which France and Eng- 
land have compromised and adjusted their 
differences is doubtful, but the civilized 
world generally will rejoice over the friendly 
relations of two world powers. 

‘England and France emphatically are 
such. Their treaty relates to territorial 
questions in America, Asia, Africa, and 
Oceanica. It is a model in the way of real 
estate bargaining and swapping on a grand 
scale. France is given a free hand in Mo- 
rocco—the consent of the Moroccans is dis- 
pensed with—but no fortifications are to be 
built opposite Gibraltar. In return for this 
concession, which means giving all north- 
western Africa to France, that power will 
say nothing mpre about the English occu- 
pation of eer. Spain has contended that 
she ‘ought to the owner of a part of 
Morocco when the breakup came, but her 
claims appear to receive scant recognition 
and she is not strong enough to enforce 
them. |

HAT I have written I have writ- 

$4 A / ten,” said Pontius Pilate to the 

Jews who came to ask him to 

change the inscription above 

the cross He meant that it 

was too late. The writing had been nailed 
to the cross. It was gone beyond recall. 

The first thought which the text throws 

into bold relief is the unalterableness of the 


past. ; 

Who is there who would not, if he could, 
blot out many chapters of his life and forget 
many scenes the memory of which gives 


gone, ‘not gone from memory—would they 
were—but gone beyond our power to change 
them. Thoughtlessly we did the deeds, 
Without aim or purpose we drifted into such 
and such courses of life, thinking little of 
what was involved. And now we would give 
our fortunes to change the record. It can 
never be done. 

And closely allied with this thought of the 
unalterableness of the past is its irreparable- 
ness. The harm done can never be repaired 
The sin may ‘be forgiven, but its conse- 
quences remain. I remember in my boyhood 
days to have been much troubled by the story 
of the boy who was tdld by his father every 
time he sinned to drive a nail into the door- 
post., Soon the doorpost became studded 

with nails. Then the father told him every 
time he did a good act to pull one out. The 
thought touched the boy and he changed his 
life, and by and by the nails were all with- 
drawn. He called his father, and there stood 
the doorpost with the history of his sin, for, 
although the nails had been withdrawn, the 
sears remained. But let us pass on to a sec- 
ond thought, which to me‘is still more mo- 
mentous—viz.: the coerciveness of the past. 


The thought of the irreparableness of the 
past is certainly one of great solemnity; but 
what about the irreparableness of the fu- 
ture? What I mean by that is that the past 
coerces the future, constrains the future, 
makes the future. To express the truth in 
the words of the text would make it read 
thus: ‘“* What I have written I shall write 
again.’’. 

There is a tendency in every one of us to 
repeat the past in the future. Unless there 
are other influences of great power to work 
we are sure to perform any act or think out 
any line of thought In the same way that we 
have done it before. We are ever automat- 
ically repeatng the past. 

These m'nds of ours are like the phono- 
graphic ros There are little indentations, 
er channels, or ruts—call them what you 
will-whach are made upon them by all our 
past experience. When you turn the roll for 
another year the song that comes ou: from 
it is the speech of the past. Hence it fs thai 
the present is ever repeating or reproducing 
the past | 

Yes, my fmends, if the past could stand 
alone by itself, without any coercing power 
over the future, that would be one thing. It 
would make the whole problem of character 
and salvation vastly easier than it is. But 
it cannot stand alone. Oneof the most awful, 


the dreadful coerciveness which the past ex- 
ercises over the future. 

We know what this experienceis. Perhaps 
one of us has tried to break away from some 
sin. The power of that sin lies in the fact 
that it has become more or less a habit with 


lus. We know too well, then, what the co- 


erciveness of the pastis over thefuture. The 
past has stood over us like a tyrant, forcing 
us against our will and against our con- 
science to do what we would fain flee from. 
We have struggled againstthesin. Wehave 
cried to heaven for help, have fought it with 
the energy of despair. Often we have tri- 
umphed, but ever again the power of the all 
constraining past would rise up like an in- 
visible army and force us almost before we 
knew it to repeat the past history of the sin 
in the present. The thought, then, has not 
been the sin and the guilt of the past—that 
has perhaps all been forgiven in the mercy 
of God—but rather the despotism of the past, 
its coercing tyranmy, its viselike hold, and 
its all constraining grip on the future. ‘ 


I am sure that this thought does not enter 
into life computations as it should. We live 
careless of its deep and solemn meaning. To 
me no truth has greater import. “ What I 
have written I have written.” Nay, infinitely 
more awful that that, “ What I have written 
I shall write again.”” It seems to me that this 

ith ought to throw into conspicuous em- 
phasis the danger which surrounds men who 
have lived for half a century without ac- 
cepting Christ. ‘Is there any chance that 
they will ever accept? Humanly speaking, 
no. Their past indifference shall ever con- 
strain and coerce them. 

But O, there is one hope. Over and against 
the coercions of the past I place the power of 
the Holy Ghost. Against human conserva- 
tisms I pit the power of heaven. Although 
fifty, sixty, or seventy years have passed of 
rejection of the Savior, and though your 
soul be to all human: sight crystallized into 
obdurate and seemingly eternal indifference 
to God, yet if you will let the power of God 
work within your heart !t will break to pleces 
the hardened insensibility and make you like 
a child in Christ. Will you, then, ifn the 
power of God, break with the past today, and 
by the help of the Holy Ghost turn your heart 
in childlike trust to the Master? May God 
forbid that in the lives of those who know 
no Christ the sad and implied prophecy of 
the text shall ever be true: ‘‘ WhatI have 
written I have written.” “* What I have 
written I shall forever write.”

this theory by'a series of experiments. He shows 
further that not only the left half of the brain in 
right handed persons is better equi but that 
the whole left side is favored. Left and right 
handedness is therefore to be regarded as the result 
of the predominance of one or the other hemi- 
spheres of the brain. ‘This fact disproves the old 
theories of Barclay, Rosenberger, 
- Struthers, Wilson, Carlyle, ete, who sought to 


trace the almost universal use of the right hand te pmaroenient, astronom- 


jeal, historical, as well.as other causes, 

It is not much wonder, therefore, that it is so difficult tu accustom per- 
sons naturally left handed to the use of the right hand; it isa question if 
it is possible ever to completely overcome left handedness. The attempt, 
of course, is often made and sometimes even by means of force, as, for in- 
stance, when a child, who naturally uses its left hand, is sharply ‘repri- | 
manded for doing so. Even doctors and teachers often are simple and 
thoughtless enough to consider left handedness in a child as a mere bad 
habit and to try to break it by using the most foolish methods. In most 
eases their efforts prove futile. In regard to this Dr. Lueddeckens writes:

There is a certain value in

minded of you and the business you represent. 
Consider the value of publicity and the yalue of 
" direct advertising. ‘Think of the millions spent by 
rich firms to keep their names before the public— 

in newspapers, magazines, on the fences, barns, even the hillsides. Cer- 
tainly, then, there is great value in a personal interview with a man you 
know you could do business with if you could once persuade him of the 
superior value of the idea you represent. Many a man has won the wife 
of his choice simply by refusing to take “no” for an answer. That may 


be doubtful wisdom, but ‘at least it shows the value of persistency from a 


practical standpoint, ‘“‘ Constant dropping. wears away a_ stone,” and the 
power of suggfstion represented by personal interviews or by letters is of 
great practical value.

hand -when it is naturally inclined to use that hand. As a matter of fact. 


it is apparent that in many occupations, whether they are such as require 
the use of mere strength or the greatest skill, the ability to. use both hands 
is of great importance. This is so often exemplified in the case of persons 
engaged in some craft who have the misfortune to lose one or the other 
of their hands. If both hands were equally well trained the loss would 
not be quite so serious. Besides, in numberless instances, the use of the 
left hand is as important as that of the right. The left hand, therefore, 
should be educated to as high a degree of proficiency as possible.’ The 
right hand in most of us will take care of itself, but the left should receive 
special training. 

Mr. H. Bloenifield Bare, an English artist, in a recent article on “Bk 
manual Training” in the International Studio, estintates that there are in 
the neighborhood of 240 occupations, including manne and surgery, in which 
both hands are called into play. In view of this’ fact he advocates the 
training of the left aswell as the right hand. He also points out the fact 
that of the nations in which the use of the right is almost universal, Eng- 
tes are less,strict in this respect. In those coun- 
tries ambidexterity, if it does not receive the encouragement it merits, at 
least is not discouraged. 

“The children,” writes Bare, “are taught to draw circles and other

While this useful training is gaining ground In Germany, it is only 
on the point ef being adopted in Austria. Dr. A. Kupferschmid for sev- 
era] years has advocated its introduction in many of his writings. In one 
of his books, “ Theoretical-Practica] Helps for Obtaining and Developing 
Skill of Fingers and Hands,” for instance, he treats of the subject.of the 
development of the hands and fingers, especially the left, by meane of 
systematic exercise based on physiological principles. In a pamphlet writ- 
ten by him he takes up the subject of tae left hand more in detail and 
endeavors to show that there are pedagogical, anatomical, and hygienic 
reasons for training the left hand. Among other things he points out how 
the typewriter may be used as a means of educating both hands, since in 
the operation of that machine both hands are employed. In this respect 
the typewriter is a most valuable aid. 

In the closing paragraph of Dr. Kupferschmid’s pamphlet he says: 
“ Skill of fingers and hands can only be obtained through a special system 
of gymnastics for those members.” } 

It is comparatively an easy matter to learn to write with the left 
hand. By writing each letter of the alphabet five times every day for a 
month the use of the left hand will become quite natural. The same 
thing is true of sewing and other things.

© more interesting chapter of natural science was 
ever written than that which Darwin compiled 
concerning the history of coral reefs. It was in 
1842 that the gract naturalist gave to thé world 
his reading of the story of the corals. Prior to 
that date, nobody had successfully ventured on the 
solution of a complex puzzle connected with the 
erection of reefs. Briefly stated, this problem had 
reference to the depth at which coral could live 
and could build up “the imperishable masonry of 
the sea.” Everybody had agreed then, as they 
agree now, that the reef building corals cannot live 
in deep water. They demand light and they re- 
quire oxygen in plenty, and these items of life are 
only to be had relatively near the surface. A depth 
Below this only 
dead and gone corals are to be found. This is the stable preliminary fact 
which starts a long and an interesting controversy, to the elucidation or 
Settlement of which certain recent details must be regarded as having 
contributed in a highly remarkable fashion. 
The question, “ How, if coral cannot live below 150 feet in the sea, are 
reefs which rise in oceans miles deep erected?’ sums up the essence of the | 
coral problem. It was to this question that Darwin fromed the first philo-

sophical reply. He took as the keynote of his theory—framed on facts 


observed by him during his voyages—the sinking of land. This last is, 
of course, a familiar and constant feature of our earth. Land rises and 
land sinks as part and parcel of-the cosmical scheme. Large tracts ave 
been submerged, just as rocks formed on the sea bed have been elevated 
and added to the upper crust of the globe. Darwin, discarding th aotiou 
that submarine hills or elevations formed foundations for coral buildiny, 
led us to see that the polypes began their work on the shoves of ordinary 
land. Here they made, at their own depth, a fringing reef. As long as 
this remained stationary no great change happened to the reef. It could 
not increase out of the water, and it could not increase downwards below 
the limit of coral depth. 

Suppove, however, the land or island began to sink, then fresh bases 


would be presented for coral growth. The lowest corals, carried beyond © 


their depth, would die; the uppermost ones would continue to grow, this 
increase keeping pace with the slow subsidence of the reef. In due season 
a second kind of reef would be formed on the foundation of the first. 
This is the barrier reef, which is separated from the land by a belt of 
water. It is because the coral grows fastest on the sea face of the reef, 
while the inside corals die, that a channel is naturally formed between

The action of the real estate board at its 
monthly meeting last week in uncompro- 
misingly opposing the proposed plan of the 
city council to rent the space under the side- 
walks has, as might have been expected, 


aroused much interest in real estate circles, | 


Not content with the passage of a resolu- ; 
tion expressive of the sense of the board in 
this respect, it also refused to appoint a 
special committee as requested by the coun- 
cil committee to confer with the aldermen 
regarding the subject, on the ground that it 
did not propose to do anything that would 
geem to recognize in any way the right of 
the city to lease the property in question. 
The resolutions were, however, broader than 
this, as they opposed the city renting street 
or sidewalk space between street lines, on, 
above, or below street levels. 

This action was deckied upon only after 
considerable discussion, during which sev- 
eral motions were made to name the com- 
mittee of the board to discuss the matter 
with the council committee; also instruct- 
ing the committee to secure a legal opinion 
as to the rights of the city in the matter, etc. 
It was finally decided, however, to do noth- 


of disapproval of the proposed plan, while 
it was broadly intimated that if the council 
attempted to carry through such a plan the 
board would fight it in thé courts. It was 
held by several speakers that the Supreme 
court had already decided against the con- 
tention of the council.

ing a theater in which nothing but the best 
in literature will be presented by the best 
artists, and this is an endowed theater.’’ 

As to how this endowment shall be secured 
the great actress is uncertain, but she be- 
lieves that there are men in America who 
will assist in the attainment of such a noble 
undertaking, and she then cites the case of 
the National theater in Prague and what was 
accomplished there. 
turies been under the domination Austria, 
and the national language had been prohib- 
ited in the schools and had gradually degen- 
erated. There came an awakéning, how- 
ever, and the Bohemians realized that the 


first element in their obtaining of a national. 


life was the safeguarding of their language. 
A national theater was deemed the best way 
of accomplishing this, and “this idea was 
soon taken up by the people.

But this disaster did not 
discourage the plucky Bohemians. They at 
once started another collection, and in four- 
teen months they collected more than twice 
as much as the first time. There was money 
enough to build a new theater and to create 
out of the surplus a fund for ite endowment, 
which, with the help of a contribution from 
the city, was sufficient to enable the man- 
agement to conduct the theater on the same 
lines as the other endowed theaters of Eu- 
rope.”’

exceed that of any new city of 30,000 

population seems to have come to the 

United States government not only 
as a possibility, in the light of medical 
science, but as a matter of insistence on the 
part of that professior.. In proof, it is held 
that the government, in the temporary occu- 
pation and conduct of affairs in Havana. 
warred so successfully against yellow fevor 
that the disease must not show itself on 
the isthmus. On the part of the medical 
professiom is the pledge that malarial fever 
and the intestinal diseases peculiar to the 
climate and the low altitudes cannot have a 
foothold if any measure of sanitation is to 
be maintained by the government. With 
yellow fever, malarial fever, and intestinal 
disorders made impossible, the low death 
rate on the work must be phenomeha! in 
the history of tropical engineering anywhere 
in the world. 

As to yellow fever, the result of the gov- 
ernment’s work in Havana was not wholly 
Butler, in the occupation of New 
Orleans, d with military machinery to 
back his orders, cleared the city of the fever 
for three years. Until that time the city, in 
all its history, had never been free from 
the disease. But it returned when the 
porthern general had gone, and it was not 
wiped out finally till 1880. Now yellow fever 
has lost its significance as a tropical disease, 
pave as Guayaquil, an infecting port in South 
America, still menaces in a degree. ; 


Malaria the Active Enemy. 


Considered today malarial fever by all 
odds is the active form of death on the canal 
route as it was when, in the building of the 
Panama railroad by a New York company, & 
life was said to have been given for every 
cross tie. Second in place are diarrheal 
diseases. To these last named forme of ill 
the government as sponsor for the bullding 
of the canal with the least loss of life com- 
mensurate with human knowledge, must 
bold its attention and to the extent of the 
ten mile zone at the least be responsible for 
sanitary conditions. 

The question of malarial fever has been 
dismissed with a word by the medical pro- 
fession in spite of the fact that one-fourth of 
the deaths in the building of the Panama 
railroad were due to malaria. With the dis- 
covery that malarial fever is transmitted 
through the bite of the mosquito anopheles, 
it was made certain that not all this disease 
carrying breed of insect could be killed by 
the most persistent measures. But it was 
found that the patient suffering from ma- 
And 
with reference to this fact is the scientific 
certainty that no mosquito may carry the 
infection of malaria which previously has 
not bitten a human being suffering from the 
disease. 


Low Land Practically Finished. 
Thus with yellow fever eliminated, the 
medical expert looks to the physica] neces- 
sities in the digging of the canal, to the 
topography of the route and to the alertness 
of the government of the United States with- 
in the zone, which has been ceded to it 


waterway. — 
Considering the canal] cutting still neces- 
sary, it is estimated that the two French 
companies have cut away 1,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth, two-thirds of which will be 
of value. Approximately there are 1,000,- 
000 cubic yards of earth still to be removed, 
besides the building of the locks, which are 
to equalize the difference between the two 
foot tides at Colon and the twenty-two feet 
possible at Panama. Of the forty-six miles 
of the canal route, fifteen miles of the 
marshy end next to Colon on the Atlantic 
show material work toward completion, 
with the remainder of the dredging com- 
paratively easy. For nine miles on the Pa- 
cific end at Panama the lowness of the land 
and the cutting already done leave that por- 
tion almost insignificant. But for the 
twelve miles lying: between the nine mile 
limit at one end and the fifteen mile limit 
at the other are the San Pablo and Culebra 
cuts, in which 90 per cent of the work to be 
done by the United States government lies.

In this twelve mile stretch, where the cuts 
must be from 100 to probably 400 feet in 
depth, are the San Pablo and Culebra hills, in 
which medical judgment asserts that the 
builders’ camps must be made and main- 
tained regardless of Panama and of Colon.

Sentence of Fourteen Years, 


HE happiest man in jail, and crazy 
bf | to go to the penitentiary.’ 


This unusual position in life is 
held by a man in the Cook county 
jail. Few of his fellow prisoners 

are happy. In fact, Jailer John L. Whitman 
declares that everybody in the huge building 
is always more or less “ depressed.’”’ The 
atmosphere of the place is sad. Turnkeys, 
warders, and visitors move about with sub- 
dued tread as if they were attending a fu- 
neral. Sad eyed mothers and sisters whis- 
per through the gratings to listless, hopeless 
prisoners, and then quietly pass out through 
the heavily barred doorway with shamed 
and averted eyes. Yet these somber sur- 
roundings have no apparent effect upon 
“Truck” Tilford. He’s the happiest man 
in jail, and he can’t help showing it. 

Louis Tilford is a stout, sunny tempered 
darky from ‘‘ Mercy caounty, Kentucky, 
suh.’”” He has been sentenced to fourteen 
years in the penitentiary for complicity in 
the murder of Policeman Dennis Fitzgerald 
last September, and it is this seemingly ap- 
palling fate that is the cause of his extreme 
happiness. For John Johnson, his “ paht- 
nah,’ who was tried with him, has been con- 
demned to the gallows for the same crime, 
and “Truck” was more than fearful that 
an identical penalty would be ladled out to 
him by the blind Goddess of Justice. There- 
fore, even fourteen years at Joliet is some- 
thing to rejoice over. h. 

‘ I’se just as genial, and sociable, and jolly 
as I can be,” said Truck, leaning back in 
Jailer Whitman’s private office and lighting 
a fatcigar. “ Down in Mercer caounty they 
teach us that every man has got to take 
what’s coming to him, and there’s no use 
worrying about it.

Great Loss on 
Broken China. 


Merchants Suffer Heavily in Ship- 
ment of Fragile Ware. 


HE traditional bull in a china shop 

would hang his head from shame if 

confronted with the appalling total of 

the breakage which the large Chicago 

glassware houses daily experience in 
the ordinary run of business. Every week 
whole truckloads of broken and once valu- 
able pieces of glass and china are carted 
away from the rear doors of these establish- 
ments and dumped on the lake front to make 
new “land” for Grant park. . 

piece of china is like an egg,"’ said a 
merchant who has recemtly been paying 
much attention to the breakage in his busi- 
ness. ‘‘It has to be perfect or it’s no good, 
You can’t patch up an expensive plate or 
teacup and then expect people to buy the 
article. Once in a long while a $200 or $300 
vase gets chipped and we try to repair it, 
but that’s the only case where any repair 
work can be done after the original smash. 
The result is that day after day here we 
throw costly imported chinaware into the 
rubbish barrel and then cart it away to the 
dump. Our ‘busted’ wagon makes this 
trip about every ten days, and it has a good 
load every time.” ; 

All classes of crockery and glassware are 
said to be equal sufferers as far as damage 
by breakage is concerned. During the last 
week one importer received from France a 
cask of valuable table china which contained 
three dozen cups broken in transit, but as 
this loss did not amount to quite 10 per cent 
of the shipment he was unable to obtain any 
reimbursement from the foreign shipper. 
The breakage on a consignment is said to 
run from % to 25 per cent In such irreguler 
proportions that no system has ever been 
figured out by which waste is allowed, as it 
is in the grocery and provision trades. Little 
of the damage is said to be done in the stores 
or warehouses, most of it occurring while 
the goods are in transit. 

“A special fragile service ought to be 
inaugurated by the railroads,” said an im- 
porter ruefully, as he surveyed the rem- 
nants of a Dutch blue dinner set. “If you 
give a case of china a three foot fall from the 
ear to the platform it’s bound to break, no 
matter how carefully it is packed. Rough 
switching and coupling of a freight train are 
often sufficient to smash hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of glassware in a car. Our own em- 
ployés soon become so used to the handling 
of breakable goods they rarely crack or even 
chip a plate, but in course of transportation 
the same fragile article is liable to be handled 
by careless or unskilled porters with fatal 
results. Our breakage amounts to two bar- 
relfulls ever week."’

In the equipment 
of the hospitals must be beds where the 
malarial fever victim can be kept from the 
mosquito anopheles. To discover the victim 
of the fever in camp, a morning and night 
inspection by medical men will be necessary. 
The trouble will be easy of diagnosis. Also 
it will be easy of treatment. Where ordi- 
narily the malarial victim might suffer for 
months and be the cause of Infecting millions 
of disease carrying mosquitoes, he may be 
sent to bed, kept from the insects, and prob- 
ably be discharged from the hospital In four 
or five days. Thus will malaria be wiped out 
of the isthmus, : 


| 
Boil the Water”? First Precaution. 


Next in order as a deatifagent are the in- 
testinal diseases. In most places in the isth- 
mus the water supply is bad. Primarily {tis 
not good, and because of absolute disregard 
of sanitary measures in most cities and 
towns this supply is still further contaml.- 
nated. “ Boil the water ’’ must be one of the 
first and most insistent of sanitary meas- 
ures. The next important provision must 
deal with the supply and consumption of 
fruits and vegetables. “‘ Bat no uncooked 
fruit.or vegetable anywhere south of the 
tropic of Cancer” is the dictum of Dr, 
Evans. This will mean for the canal work- 


sterilized water, completes the chief meas- 
ures of sanitation.

The affection of these savages for Lita and her parents 
was displayed in profuse offers of: practical assistance as 
well as by words of admiration. .For days before the child 
was born the native women lurked about the house, crouched 
under the veranda, and peeked through the windows and glass 


doors. They were alarmed because there was no woman in 


the house and begged the doctor to let one of them come in 
and see thag all wert well with the mother. The doctor and 
his wife. who were absolutely alone at this time, appreciated 
the solicitude of these women, although they aid not, of 
course, accept their offers of assistance. Every morning the 
women brought bunches of colored leaves and grasses for 
Mrs. Layton because they had noticed her picking flowers 
from her lawn for the house, although they would never 
think of doing such a thing for themselves. 

As soon as they were allowed to see Mrs. Layton they 
told her about the soft spot on the baby's head and warned 
her to be careful not to touch it. They 
were free with their advice and looked 
with sorrowful skepticism on the mt 
. ways of the white woman. They lov 
White Mother. to es the baby bathed in her little tub, 
however. A native woman goes down to the river and souses 
her child over ears in the water once or twice and then, 
placing him on her hip, walks off, letting the sun and wind 


him. So they were interested and amused at the elab- 
orate process Mrs. Layton went through in bathing Lita. 
The natives thought it strange and even dangerous to 
muffie a baby’s body in clothes. Mrs. Layton gave them 
Lita’s garments as fast as she outgrew, them, hoping that 
they would take to the idea of clothing their children. 
time a native mother brought her baby, il] with pneumonia, to 
the doctor for treatment. The doctor gave her medicine and 
‘a flannel shirt, which he told her the child must wear. 
‘that the child always appeared at the doctor's house wearing 
the flannel shirt, but the doctor learned after the child’s death 
that the mother only put on the shirt for the occasion of the 
visit to the doctor. When she got home she stripped it off as 
too good for common wear. 
“A young’ negro girl wheeled Lita in the open air an hour 
in the morning and an hour in the evening, the only time 
when it is safe for a white child to go 
Hard Fight out of doors in that extremely hot and 
for Lite malarial climate. Lita lived and slept 
in Af ‘ . always under mogguito netting, ,for ob- 
7 rica. vious reasons. She was watched every 
minute of the day’ by her nurse or her mother for fear 
of snakes or centipedes, which might easily enter the low 
house. The child was almost a prisoner all the time she 
was in Africa, yet she grew and thrived wonderfully for a 
time, living on fresh goat's milk and a certain baby food. 
White children born in this part of Africa rarely live, and 
after a while Evelyn became weak and anzmic, and her 
parents feared that they might have to give up their work 
for the Christian church in Africa and return home to save 
the child’s life. For it is Impossible to get any change of 
climate in central Africa; one must either endure it or take 
a steamer for home. After the doctor decided that they must 
leave they were obliged to wait two weeks for a steamer.

Practice deep breathing every day. Loosen your cloth- 
jng, -stand erect, throw back your shoulders, and inhale a 
full deep breath.

Here are the three positions for practicing deep breath- 
ing. Stand erect with both heels together. Place one hand 
upon your chest and the other hand upon the middle of your 
Deck.
